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REPORT OF THE 
HOPEDALE TOWN FINANCE COMMITTEE 
Mr. Moderator: 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hopedale: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided by the By-Laws 
of the Town of Hopedale, the Finance Committee has given 
careful consideration to all Articles in the Town Warrant that 
involve the expenditure of money, and presents in this report its 
recommendations on such Articles. The Committee has ob- 
tained information from and consulted with various depart- 
ments and officials of the Town and believes that the appropria- 
tions it has recommended are the minimum amounts with which 
essential and necessary services can be rendered to the citizens. 


The appropriations for 1961 recommended by the Finance 
Committee amount to a total of $819,990 as compared with 
$754,806 for last year, an increase of $65,184. The principal in- 
creases are $40,780 in School Department expenses, $26,500 
for new fire and highway trucks and $7,500 for refuse collec- 
tion. The largest decreases are in special articles not repeated, 

Hope Street bridge repairs, $23,000, and a school bus, $6,000. 


The Finance Committee recommends that under Article 
20 the sum of $65,000 be transferred from available funds to 
apply against the tax rate for 1961. The amount of the Town’s 
available funds (or “‘free cash”) at January 1, 1961, as certified 
by the State Director of Accounts, was $117,181. Last year 
there was $55,000 of available funds used at the Annual meet- 
ing. 


If the recommendations of the Finance Committee are fol- 
lowed there will be, after the transfer from free cash, a net total 
of $754,990 to be used by the Assessors in fixing the tax rate. 
This year there are expected to be larger receipts from the State 
for the town’s share of income and corporation taxes, and from 
motor vehicle excise taxes, and other sources. As shown below, 
these all reduce the amount to be raised by taxation, and we es- 
timate that the 1961 tax rate will be around $59.50, the same 
as for 1960. 
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The following condensed summary shows how the 1960 
tax rate was determined and the estimated figures for 1961.

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VITAL STATISTICS 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
following lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered 
report them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be 
corrected, as it is of importance that the record of Vital Statis- 
tics should be complete. Herewith are extracts from the Gen- 
eral Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of the 
birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge showing 
date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, its sex 
and color, the name, age, birth place, occupation and residence 
(including the street number, if any) of each parent, the maiden 
name of the mother and the name of the physician or officer, 
if any, personally attending the birth. If the child is illegitimate, 
the names of and other facts relating to the father shall not be 
set forth except upon written request of both the father and 
mother. Said physician or officer shall, within fifteen days after 
such birth, mail or deliver to the clerk or register of the town 
where such birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein 
above required to be shown on said record and also the said 
written request, if any provided, that if said report is not so 
made within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician 
or officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of the 
birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in a city, 
and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a certificate 
of the town clerk stating that any such birth has been duly 
reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physician or 
officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so reported. 
Any physician or any such officer violating any provision of this 
section shall forfeit not more than twenty-five dollars. 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which a 
child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for record 
relative to such birth, shall furnish the same upon request of 
the clerk of the town where such child was born or its parents 
reside, or of any person authorized by him. Such member or 
servant refusing to furnish such facts shall be punished by fine 
not exceeding ten dollars. 
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Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the town where such child is born. Every householder in whose 
house a death occurs and the oldest next of kin of a deceased 
person in the town where the death occurs shall, within five days 
pec nat cause notice thereof to be given to the board of 
health.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN AND 
SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT PEST CONTROL 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Hopedale, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I submit to you my report as Tree Warden and Superin- 
tendent of Insect Pest Control for the year ending December 
S11 96 1 


Forty-one trees have been planted along the streets to re- 
place trees that have had to be removed. Some of them have 
been planted in the tree belt and others back on private prop- 
erty with the consent of the owner. The varieties planted are 
as follows: one Dogwood, one Mountain Ash, four Honey Lo- 
aes seventeen Crimson King Maples and eighteen Rock Ma- 
ples. 
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Samples were taken from thirty-five trees suspected of 
having Dutch Elm Disease. These were sent to the Shade Tree 
Laboratory at the University of Massachusetts and _ thirty- 
three of them proved to have the disease. These trees have been 
removed and burned as required by Chapter 657 of the Gen- 
eral Laws. 


Verticillum Wilt has been giving us trouble in the street 
side Maples and we have lost several for that reason. 


Streets have been made safe by removing dead and broken 
limbs that overhang the streets. 


All streets were checked and sprayed, where needed, for 
Poison Ivy control. I provided several residents with a sprayer 
and materials to spray Poison Ivy on their property and I am 
glad to do this for anyone who requests it. Also I am glad to 
give them any advice I can. 


On March 3rd DDT impregnated granules were dispersed 
into swamps and other mosquito breeding areas by helicopter. 
On May 13th members of the Boys Scout put the same granules 
in all the man holes in town. These boys are to be congratulated 
for their public spirit and I certainly appreciate their efforts. 


On April 4, 5, 6 a dormant spray consisting of DDT was 
applied to the Elms as a preventative measure for Dutch Elm 
Disease. 


On June ist and again on July 5th a general insect pest 
control spray was applied by air to the major part of the town. 


Again I wish to express my sincere appreciation to all in- 
dividuals who have helped in trying to control mosquitos and 
Poison Ivy. Also to those that have helped me in removing 
Dutch Elm Diseased trees from private property.

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REPORT OF ROAD COMMISSIONERS 


FOR THE YEAR 1961 


A new dump truck was purchased in 1961. We are request- 
ing funds for purchase of a new street sweeper this year to re- 
place the present 1952 sweeper. A continuing program of re- 
placing older equipment must be maintained to provide essen- 
tial services for the Town. 


Approximately 4800 feet of sidewalk were replaced or re- 
surfaced on Maple, Oak, Dutcher, Northrop and Inman Streets 
during the year. Five hundred feet of Freedom Street were re- 
surfaced with ‘‘mixed-in-place” and a new drain system was con- 
structed at Mellen Street. 


A study and plan for the rehabilitation of the wooden road- 
way portion of Hope Street Bridge were made in 1961. Funds 
for carrying out this work in 1962 are being requested. 


Funds for a Chapter 90 Construction project on Adin Street 
are being requested this year. This would be financed on a two- 
year appropriation basis with the State contributing 50% and 
the County 25% of the total cost. Construction would prob- 
ably take place in 1963 or 1964.

FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1961 


Our Civil Defense Operational plan has been completed to 
the extent that it has been accepted by the State Civil Defense 
Agency thus qualifying Hopedale for eligibility to receive 
matching funds and Federal distribution of surplus property. 


Communications — We have procured, installed, and have 
in operational use, the necessary radio communications equip- 
ment, to link Hopedale with all higher echelons of Civil De- 
fense channels and to include bi-lateral radio communications 
with twenty-three surrounding towns in our Sector 3 B. This 
equipment is maintained in constant readiness by members of 
Hopedale Volunteer Civil Defense forces. 


Bi-Monthly operational exercises are presently being ac- 
complished. Standby generators have been procured from Fed- 
eral Surplus property one of which has been mounted on a 
trailer for mobility and which is now in operational use if 
and when required during emergency regular power failures. 
One other back-up generator will be permanently installed at 
the fire station for instant use in the event of an emergency 
power failure. 


In addition to this radio network, Hopedale has in opera- 
tional use radio channels tied in with the State Police network 
which insures our receipt of any natural or man made disaster 
alerts. This in addition to our regular telephone and messenger 
service to all echelons of Civil Defense and surrounding towns 
in our Sector #3 B. 


An adequate supply of radiological instruments are avail- 
able for town departments and a training program is in being. 


Federal shelter survey is being presently accomplished in 
our State and Hopedale is included for such a survey in the near 
future. Results of this survey will be the determination, loca- 
tion, marking, and emergency stocking of all buildings or other 
areas that will provide emergency shelter for at least fifty peo- 
ple each.

Year Ending December 31, 1961 
Playground 


The summer playground activities of the park were under 
the supervision of Mr. Roger Hebert of Grafton who brought to 
our summer program a number of new activities as well as 
capably directing those which have been so well received over 
the many years of Hopedale’s summer playground program. 
Emphasis in the program is placed on giving instructions in the 
various arts, crafts and sports so that the program will have a 
more lasting benefit than merely one of momentary recreation. 


The School Bus was used again this year to transport chil- 
dren living at a distance from the park and the pond. 


Bathhouse 


As in the past few summers, the bathhouse and beach were 
thronged all through the summer. Some small extensions were 
made on the beach, but it has become apparent that we will 
have to provide an area restricted for the small pre-swimming 
children to separate them from the more active swimmers. As 
usual, swimming lessons were provided for all ages and num- 
bers of children passed the various swimming tests. 


Winter Sports 


The Draper Corporation has leased to the Town the Ski 
Hill which the Park will now operate as a part of the Winter 
Sports Program. As another phase of our Winter Sports Pro- 
eran we have had fabricated a scraper for smoothing the ice for 
skating. 


Reservation 


The third year’s (of our three year program) treatment for 
weed eradication was applied by our consulting specialists, who 
feel that they have now eradicated the weeds from the pond it- 
self. It has become apparent however, that large infusions of 
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seeds from the upstream areas beyond the pond will continue to 
Require treatment until these areas are also freed of undesirable 
weeds. 


Improvements Contemplated for 1962 
1. Repairs and painting to the exterior of the bathhouse. 
2. New raft and new beach area. 
3. Rehabilitation of ball diamond.

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REPORT OF REGIONAL VOCATIONAL SCHOOL 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


In accordance with Article 22 adopted at the Town Meet- 
ing of March, 1961, a study has been made of the need for a 
regional vocational school. 


In the course of this investigation, we have considered the 
report of the Division of Vocational Education, Department of 
Education of the Commonwealth, and attended several sessions 
of the Regional Vocational School Planning Board composed of 
the Planning Committees appointed in Bellingham, Blackstone, 
East Douglas, Grafton, Mendon, Milford, Millville, North- 
bridge, Sutton and Uxbridge. 


We unanimously agree that a fundamental need exists for 
a technical high school in this area, and that this need can best 
be met by a regional school specializing in this branch of edu- 
cation. 


We believe that ultimate participation of the Town of 
Hopedale in building and operating such a school should be 
contingent on the degree to which the Regional School Plan- 
ning Board accepts the technical basis over the purely voca- 
tional basis as presently interpreted. 


In order to have a voice in the planning of this school be- 
fore financial commitment is made by each of the potential 
member towns, we strongly recommend that the Town authorize 
appointment of a Regional Vocational School Planning Com- 
mittee under the provisions of Section -14, Chapter 71 of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts.

REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


No pupil may enter the kindergarten unless he will be five 
years old on or before December 31. New pupils will be reg- 
istered in May. 


No pupil may enter grade one unless he will be six years 
old on or before December 31. 


When a pupil first enters the public schools of the Town 
of Hopedale he must present a birth certificate and a vaccina- 
tion certificate. 
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Any pupil who has been out of school on account of any 
contagious disease shall not return to school unless he has 
secured from the attending physician, or the school physician, 
or his representative, a health certificate stating that all danger 
of contagion is over. 


The No-School signal is 2-2-2-2. When the No-School 
Signal is sounded at 7:15 A.M., it closes all schools for all day. 
When the No-School Signal is sounded at 7:30 A.M., it closes 
_ the kindergarten and grades one through six all day, but the 
junior-senior high school will be in session. When the No- 
School Signal is sounded at 12:30 P.M., it closes the kindergar- 
ten and grades one through six for the afternoon. An effort will 
be made to have the signal announced on Radio Stations 
WMRC, WTAG, WBZ, and WKOX.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the seventy-sixth an- 
nual report. 


During the year of 1961, The Bancroft Memorial Library 
and its Branch at South Hopedale have continued to serve the 
people of Hopedale to the best of their ability. We are pleased 
to report the substantial increase of 5400 over last year in the 
number of volumes loaned to the public. The total circulation 
figures for the year are 48,330 as against 42,930 for 1960. 


In September we lost Miss Marie Miller from our staff 
when she left to further her education in the field of nursing. 
We were happy to welcome Miss Gloria Carbone as a part time 
worker. Miss Carbone is a Junior in the Junior-Senior High 
School and is a great help to us in the busy Children’s Room. 


Mrs. Marjorie Hattersley, the Children’s Librarian, reports 
over 100 new borrowers in her department and a steady increase 
in her circulation. Three story hours have been held during the 
year for Grades 1 through 4. There was an average attendance 
of 55 each time. A summer reading program was conducted for 
Grades 4, 5, and 6 called ‘‘Book Parade”. Twenty-one children 
registered for this and read a total of 376 books. ““Wee Read- 
er’s’” certificates were presented to 52 children of Grades 1, 2, 
and 3. These children read a total of 564 books. In June 1961, 
' Mrs. Frances Rae’s afternoon kindergarten class visited the 
Children’s Room and in November, Mrs. Margaret Stanas 
brought both her morning and afternoon classes to visit. During 
Book Week, Mrs. Hattersley visited the two sixth grade class- 
rooms, displayed new books and gave several book reviews. In 
June 1961, 143 small and 47 large state certificates were pre- 
sented to the children who read the number of books required. 


In November, Mrs. Marjorie Hattersley, the Children’s 
Librarian, successfully passed an examination given by the 
State Division of Library Extension. This certifies her and gives 
her the classification of professional librarian. 
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During National Library Week in April, both adult and 
juvenile books were on display in the window of the Food 
Center. Previous to this week, books were displayed at the 
Hopedale Community House Woman’s Club. The two Li- 
brarians gave book reviews to the women of the Unitarian Eve- 
ning Alliance and their guests. 


For the benefit of the many newcomers to Hopedale, we 
would like to mention our Branch Library in South Hopedale. 
This is located on Mellen Street in the home of Mrs. Constance 
- Jones, our Branch Librarian, and is open every Thursday. 
Books are sent from the Main Library every three weeks and 
we are happy to help Mrs. Jones fill specific requests. The cir- 
culation at that small branch was 3,365 for 1961, an increase 
of 95 over 1960. 


The Library had some renovating done during the past 
year. A new floor was put in the Children’s Room and the walls 
freshly painted. The adult section had three of the small rooms 
repainted. 


The thanks of the Staff and the Trustees go to the many 
people who gave books, magazines, and paper back books during 
the past year. Our very special thanks go to Mrs. Paul Grant 
and Mrs. Essie Reardon who presented us with some of their 
own paintings. Mrs. Grant gave one to the adult section which 
hangs in the Reading Room and Mrs. Reardon gave four which 
are in the Children’s Room. The Garden Club has again put 
flower arrangements into the Library each month. These are 
enjoyed by the staff and the Library patrons. The members of 
the Art Group have very generously displayed their work from 
time to time. 


We hope we may continue to serve you, our public, as suc- 
cessfully in 1962 as we did in 1961. My heartfelt thanks go to 
the Trustees and Staff for their support in helping make such 
success possible.
